A REMARKABLE ILLUSTRATION OF HOW 
CHEAPLY ONE CAN LIVE. 


Asa very remarkable sample of what 
may be done in the direction of absolute 
economy of living, by those who are dis- 

to try, we cite the following inven- 
tory of a week's diet, from the 
actual experience of Dr. Dio Lewis, a well 
known physician and writer, living in 
Massachusetts : 

“It is now Saturday afternoon, and I 
will tell you in coadidence a little of my 
personal private experiemce during the 
past week. 

"On Sunday morning last I thought I 
would try fora week the experiment of 
living cheaply. Sunday breakfast, hulled 
Southern corn, with a little milk, My 
breakfast cost three cents. I took exactly 
the same thing for dinner. Food for the 
day, six cents. I never take any supper. 
Monday breakfast, two cents worth of 
oatmeal, in the form of porridge with one 
cent’s worth of milk, For dinner, two 
cent's worth of whole wheat, boiled, with 
one cent’s worth of milk, Food for Mon- 
day, six centa, Tuesaday breakfast, two 
cent’s worth of beans, with half agent's 
worth of vinegar. For dinner, one quart 
of rich bean porridge, worth one cent, 
with four slices of coarse bread, worth two 
cents,—Food for Tuesday, five and a half 
cents, Wednesday breakfast, hominy 
made of Southern corn (perhaps the best 
of all food for laboring men in bot weath- 
er,) two cent’s worth, with one cent's 
worth of syrup.—For dinner, a splendid 
beef stew, the meat of which cost two 
cents. A little extravagant you sce. But, 
then, you know, “a short life and a mer- 
Y one.” Perhaps you don’t believe that 
the meat was purchased for two cents? 
But it was, though. The fact is, that from 
an ox weighing eight hundred pounds 
nett, you can purchase certain parts 
weighing about one hundred pounds, for 
three cents per pound. Two-thirds ofa 
pound made more atew than I could eat. 

here was really enough for two of us. 
But, then, you know how careless and 
reckless the Americans are in regard to 
our table expenses, always getting twice 
as much as we need. I must not forget to 
say that these coarse, cheap portions oi te 
animal are the best for a stew. The very 
ge rius of waste secms to have taken pôs- 
session of me on that fatal day. I poured 
into my stew all at once, slap-Aash, a 
quarter of a cent’s worth of Leicestershire 
sauce, and as if toshow thatit never rains, 
but it pours, I closed that gluttonous 
scene by ers a cent's worth of 
hominy padding: ood for Wednesday, 
eight and a quarter cents,—The gross ex- 
cess of Wednesday led to & yery moder- 
ate. 

“Thursday breakfast, which eonsisted 
of oatmeal porridge and milk, costing 
about two and a half cents, For dinner, 
cracked wheat and baked beans, two cents 
worth of each, milk, one cent's worth.— 
Food for Thursday cost seven and a half 
centa, 

“Friday breakfart, Southern hulled corn 
and milk, coating three cents, For din- 
ner, another of those gormand surfcits 
which so disgraced the history of Wednes- 
day. Expenses for the day eight aud a 
quarter cents. 

"This morning when I wentto the ta- 
ble, I said to myself, “What’s the use of 
thís economy ? And I made u my mind 
that for this day at least I would sink all 
moral relat, and pike sp ae sou 
to appetite, have no apology or defense 
for what followed. ribs 

“Saturday breakfast, I began with one 
cent’s worth of oat-meal porridge, with a 
teaspoonful of sugar, riw a quarter of a 
cent; then followed a cent's worth. of 
cracked wheat, with halfa cent's worth of 
milk ; then tho breakfast closed with two 
cent's worth of milk, and one cent's worth 
of rye angžndian bread. For dinner, I 
nte half small lobster, which cost 
three cent# ind onc cent’s worth of aogrso 
bread, and one cent’s worth of hominy 
salad, and closed with two cents’ worth of 
cracked wheat and milk. Cost of the 
day's food, twelve and three-quarter cente. 
In all these statements only the cost of 
material is given. 


“Cost for the week fifty-four anda quar- 
ter cents, 

“Of course I don't pretend that n 
body can live in this luxurious way. It 


isn't euerybody who can afford it, I could” 


have lived just as well, so faras health 
and strength are concerned, on half the 
money. Besides on three days I ate too 
much altogether, and suffered from thirst 
and dullness, But then 1 may plead that 
I worked very hard, and really needed 4 
good deal more food than idlers, * * 

“By the way, I weighed myself nt the 
beginning of the week, and found that it 
was juat two hundred and twelve pounds. 
Bince dinner to-duy I weighed again, and 
found that I balanced two hundred and 
twelve and a half pounds, although it has 
been a week of warm weather, and I haye 
had unusual demands for exertion of va- 
rious kinds, . 

“But let me feed a family often instead 
of one person, and I wil give them the 
highest health and strength upon a diet 
which will cost not much more than two 
dollars for the ten persons for a week.— 
Let me tranafer my experiment to the Far 
West, where wheat, corn, oats and beef,

family of ten would be so ridiculous that 
I dare not mention it, lest you laugh at 
me ` 

* And so far from my family group be- 
ing ghosts or skeletons, I will engage that 
they shall be plumper and stronger, 
healthier and happier, with clearer skins, 
brighter eyes, sweeter Heres! whiter 
teeth, and in addition, that they shall live: 
longer than your Delmonico diners, each 
of whom spends enough at a singel din- 
ner to feed my family of ten for a week. 
And Jast, but not least, they shall enjoy 
their meals more than your Delmonico 
diners.”

THE FLY, OR WREVIL IN CORN. 


One of our large merchants, who has 
made extensive purchases of corn, has 
called our attention to 9 question of great 
Importance to the farmers of this county. 
He says, in buying corn ane lot will be 
'eut.aImostto a honey-coniod by the wee- 
vil, while other lota will be uninjured, and 
| the question has oftey presented itself to 
| his mind, ,“what causes this diference?” 
Quite recently he purchased a lot of corn 

from a lady which weighed fifty-six 
pounds to the bushel, while her tenant's 
corn only weighed fifty-two pounds to 
the bushel, Upon inquiry he ascertained 
that the Jady housed her corn in a close, 
dark barn, whikkt her tenant's was housed 
in a crib constructed of logs, which ad- 
mitted light as well as nir; Other per- 
sons, says our merchant friend, have 
told him that corn in large cribs is not 
ent so badly es that housed in small ones, 
and from other information gained from 
practical experience, he is of the opinion 
that light has the elect of bringing out 
the weevil, and that corn should not be 
gathered until it is perfectly dry, and 
then housed in a tight, dark house.— 
When it is considered that corn loses 
from three to five pounds per bushel trom 
i the ravages of the weevil and will not 
bring as much in market by from three 
to five cents as good corn of the same 
nuinber of pounds, it is a matter worthy

imany gardens. We have known much labor 
and time spent, year after year, in efforts to 
keep tbislittle plant in check, butall in vain, 
because the werk wasnot commenced early 
enoughin the spring and continued late 
enough in the autumn, 

The plant would flower th the snow, and 
tens of thousands of seeds wore matured 
before the grovnd was cultivated in the 

' epring. The garden was worked overand hoed 
repeatedly during the summer, and every 
weed raked off,(after they had gane to soed, ) 
but during the wet weather, thousands of 
litle plants would sj ring up, but were noi 
thought to be injurious, and were suffered to 
remain to grow all winter and serd the land 
again early in the spring. The gardener de- 
clared it was impossibleto get rid of cbick- 
weed, And ro itis with many other weeds. 
We could get ri! of them if our labor was 
direct knowledge of the habits of the plants, 
and was applied at the right time. 
Many think it impossible to free the land 
of conch or quick grass (triticum. repens). 
aud their experience seems to them to justi- 
fy tbe epinion. Butit will be found that 
they are not forehcaiel in their work. They 
apply latc renough. but it is to late. They let 
tLe plants grow unti! the ground js covered 
with leaves of the ccach, and then they hoe 
endrake and cultivair, and maybe fork out 
as many roots as possible. But they caunet 
get ect tho whole. 
The roots ate broken into smali pieces; 
and each piece produces a new plaut, which 
eoon pushes out its rco's in all direc-jous in 
the loose and mellow soil. 
Hed the work been commenced before the 
conch plants pushed out their leaves, and 
been kept up so vigorously and continuous- 
ly that the young shoots could not get to the 
.Sür/ace and the soil constantiy cultivated 
daring the bot, dry sun.mer months; every 
couch plant wculd be destroyed. We bave 
tried the plan, and know that conch can bv 
effectually got rid ofin this way.
